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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is a response to the election of species filed on 1 0/30/2003. 

Response to the Election of Species 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Species A. claims 1-10, in Paper No. 3 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that claims 1-10 and 21-28 as filed 
would not require additional searching, not place any undue burden on the patent office. 
Upon further consideration, examiner agrees with the applicant that claims 1-10 and 21- 
28 would be one species. Species A is drawn to Figs. 6 and 7 by claims 1-10 and 21- 
28. Species B is drawn to Figs. 8 and 9 by claims 1 1-20. Species C is drawn to Fig. 10 
by claim 29 and Species D is drawn to claim 30 (no Figure). Applicant, hereby, elects 
Species A. claims 1-10 and 21-28 in Paper No. 3. 

3. Claims 1 1 -20, 29 and 30 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in Paper No. 3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 9 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. 
These claims are omnibus type claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the Invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1, 4, 5, 10, 21, 22 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Luttrell (US PAT. 6.349,463). 

The applied reference has a common assignee and inventor with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it 
constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention 
disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the inventor of this 
application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing 
under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Luttrell teaches a process of making an electric motor stator assembly 
comprising steps of: inserting a first set of coil groups through a first end of a stator 
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core; rotating the stator core about 180°; inserting a second set of coil groups through 
the other end of the stator core; rotating the stator core to the original position; and 
inserting another set of coil groups through the first end of the stator core. Luttrell 
teaches that the set of coil groups are inserted reverse, fonvard, reverse to complete 
the winding pattern (alternating coil group insertion) as shown in Fig. 6. Luttrell also 
teaches that leads of the each set of coil groups exit form both ends (see also col. 4, 
line 56 to col. 6, line 48) 

As per claim 4 at least one coil of each coil group is shared (3) with at least a coil 
of a different coil group in a respective stator slot as shown in Fig. 6. 

As per claims 5 and 25 at least one coil of each coil group is installed singularly 
(5) in a respective stator slot as shown in Fig. 6. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2, 3, 6-8, 23, 24, 26 and 27 objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
